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We asked Kay Hughey to tell us how she first became interested in 
astrology, and how she discovered her method ofrectifying the 
natal horoscope using Venus, 


KAY HUGHEY writes: I'vebeenfascinated byastrologyever 
since I went to consult Evangeline Adams on August 25, 1919: the 
new moon that day was conjunct my ruler, Jupiter. Everything she 
predicted came true despite its unlikelihood at the time. She 
said "If you marry this boy, you will have many years of illness 
and operations", 


I was a young, healthy and athletic girl at the time and had 
never been ill. Yet her predictions all came true until I ended 
the marriage with a divorce...one that was delayed because in 
those days divorce was frowned upon. The woman was expected to 
return home and live with her parents, something no self-respect- 
ing Aries with Sagittariusrising wantedto do. 


Divorce wasn't the only thing frowned uponinthose early years: 
astrology raised eyebrowsand booksonthesubject were hardto 
come by. Having met Evangeline Ada ms, lonly wanted the best 
teachers. ] searched everywhere because, evenasa girl,I knew 
that one can only know as much as one's teacher does. 


My mother burned my astrology books. I bought more, hid them and 
studied late into the night. My firsthusbandthrew them out. His 
father was a famous doctorand surgeonand hehimself hadbeen 
"scientifically" trained. 


However,nothingcouldstop mylove forastrology. AsI met with 
good teachers I became more and more aware of the value of astro- 
logy. 


Then came the years of frustration with wrong "given" times. The 
accuracy of an astrologer's predictions dependsso muchonthe 
accuracy of the "time" used to cast the birth chart. If that's 
wrong...! 


After many years spent researching into rectification I came 
across a brief aside that William Lilly made whilehe was discus- 
sing the calculation of a chart. "Rectify by Venus" is all he 
said; no rules, nothing else. It was clear that he assumed it 
would be obvious to everyone just how to rectify by Venus. 


Forseveral yearsIsearcheda mong out-of-print booksbyother 
astrologers. Finally, inasecond-hand book storelfoundthree 
pamphlets written by another famous old astrologer. One of these 
gave the rules: very simple and easy to do. The writer used the 
marriage of hissonasanexample. I gained the impression that 
the Venus-method was applied as a matter of course--no big deal. 
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Thesonhad marriedundera Uranus"love at first sight" aspect, 
eventhough the father didn't seem to be aware of the existence 
of Uranus. President Carteralso marriedunderthesame Uranus 
aspect--he writes that he returned from a dance and told his 
mother, "I've met the girlI'm going to marry". Venus rectified 
Carter's chart perfectly, just as it did the chart of the astro- 
loger's son. 


Astrologers have sometimes been criticized for not recording 
their findings for the use of future generations. My own delay 
in publishing my findings is due to previously having the un- 
pleasant experience of seeing other astrologers plagiarize my 
work, the result of many years of my research. 


Overthe years I have examined thousands of charts in order to 
verify the Venus method. The predictions I have made from these 
charts have been fulfilled...due to their correct rectification 
using Venus, the planet of love and marriage. 


When the time came for my own second marriage, you can be sure I 
had previously confirmed my new husband's attitude toward my be- 
loved astrology. He had been trained as a mathematician but found 
the stock market a more interesting nut to crack. In1929 when 
menwere jumping out of windows during the "big crash", he was 
making money by selling short. I'll never forget the day he 
discoveredthat whatI was doingin my research was based ona 
premise similar to the one he was using in his ownresearch into 
the stock market. Previously he had always encouraged my astrolo- 
gy, butnow suddenly the sceptic was admiring my work. Here- 
mained a sceptic of astrology per se and, but for me, of all 
astrologers. When friends askedhimifhebelievedinastrology, 
his answer was "only Kay's astrology!" 


AL H. MORRISON writes: Your article by W.H.Chaney interests me. 
While looking for materials for a course here on sunsigns versus 
rising signs: distinctions to make in delineation, I used that 
chart, andinso doing, became aware that Chaneyandlaresuc- 
cessive incarnations of the same spirit. The evidence is mostly 
subjective, of course. [*1] Ihave no large repertoire of sharp 
recall memories. The general scenario of that life and this one

Lately Dr. Zipporah P. Dobyns has described to me some other 
instances of apparent immediate re-incarnations involving such 
interchanges. It seems to me somewhat analogous to the Truitine 
of Hermes,inwhichthe Ascendantand Moon positions are inter- 
changed between conception and birth, approximately. I do not see 
that either sort of exchange must be totally exact, but! would 
keep to verysmallorbs. 


His Chiron was at 29° Pisces, according to the Ephemeris of 
Chiron 1686-1889 by Mark Pottenger. [*2] 


In cases of genius and unusual personalities particularly, I find 
the chart makesnosenseuntil Chiron is included. 


I disagree with you on the idea of Chaney [*3] achieving any 
acceptance in England. He was recognized enough to be answered in 
his bitter criticism of the English, but nothing more. Basically, 
there has not yet been any serious recognition/acceptance of any 
American astrologer or astrology in England. 


In these times of casual attribution of re-incarnation iden- 
tities, generalsloppiness of logic andrunaway fantasy,I donot 
think it valid to accept a case of re-incarnation unless the 
astrological indications (such as the above) are rather well- 
emphasized. I do not think reincarnation necessarily follows 
genetic inheritance or family lines. A variety of exchanges 
between the charts is possible.

RUTH HALE OLIVER writes: I wasinterestedin Camille Pelland's 
article, Are Astrological Characters Egyptian?, butI cantake 
some of the astrological symbols and symbolic animals way back in 
time from mystudy ofthis materialin Sumerand Akkad, Babylon 
and Assyria, Canaan and reflections in the 0.T., and independent- 
ly Crete. I know of the Egyptian sources only what enters in 
tangentially. The horse wasanexotic animaltothe Sumerians, 
known as the Ass of the North while the equally exotic camel was 
knowntothem as the Ass of the South. Their Sagittarius--or 
rather the Assyrian Sagittarius--was a man with bow and arrow. 
The horse, when it did arrive was always an animal of war and was 
horse and chariot and not horse and rider, with one exception. 
The Cosseans, or Kassites, overran Babylon circa. 1600 B.C. and 
brought the symbol of the horse and rider, which appeared in 
almost exactly the same form on the much later zodiac of Dender- 
ah. Butthe Assyrians were notaboutto puttheirsacredJupiter- 
Ashurona horse, no matter whatthe barbarians tothe south did, 
so theyignoredthat manifestationofthesign. 


The Sumerian pictograph forthe wordsheep wasacross withina 
circle. Conceptuallyitarose whenthe Sunappearedagainstthe 
constellation of Aries atthe winter solstice andthe kings were 
shepherds. The cross represented the four pivotal points in the 
apparent annual journey of the Sun, the two equinoxes and the two 
solstices. After that precessional age Aries went underground as 
far as Sumer was concerned, but then it re-emerged with the 
Babylonians with the Sun now against Aries at the vernal equinox 
atthe beginning of the year. It was now ruled by Mars, the young 
man who was a fertility god, a warrior and the able-bodied young 
man who hired himself out to laborinthe Spring. His symbols 
were the ass, the common pack animal of the time, and the plough. 
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Butthe olderpicture of Ariesneverdiedaltogether,itappeared 
in literature and in visual art and in outlying districts. See 
the illustrated base of the Hasanlu bowl] circa. 700 B.C. froma 
region near Lake Van. The square is divided into 90 smaller 
squares and each quarter of the year contains 90 degrees. The Ram 
beganthevernalequinox. Onthesideofthesamebowltheramis 
shown withthe shepherd of Aries. Onlate Babylonian boundary 
stones the goatfish of Capricorn at the then winter solstice 
appeared witharam's head above it, showing visually that the 
winter solstice was now centered in Capricorn but had originally 
been centered in Aries. 


See also a pottery design from circa. 4000 B.C. when the year 
began with the winter solstice against the fish of Pisces. [*4] 
The swastika in the center is the cross giving movement and 
drive. The four birds represent the same cross and there are 
twelve fish, one for each constellation, and the whole is in 
celebration of Pisces atthe start of the year. 


I first find the lunar crescent used astrologically ona cylinder 
sealcirca. 2800B.C.Theprototype of our figure for Aquarius is 
found on Akkadian seals, while the symbol for this sign is from 
the Egyptian word for water. Aquarius wasatthattimea water 
sign, and the Romans got their aqua from Akkad (I believe).

This rectification, using just five events, was only poss- 
ible because of the closeness of the given time. Over 
forty birth charts have been analysed, and it has been 
found that, with just a few exceptions, the position of 
the radical Ascendant or Descendant (in Mondale's case, it 
is the Descendant) is almost identical with the Moon in 
the Prenatal Epoch. For Mondale, the difference between 
the fast-moving Descendant and the Moon in the Epochis: 
1.5' in eclipto and 0.8'in Oblique Descension (OD). 


An additional, recent finding is that, in most of the 
cases analyzed, MDO identities exist between the Radix and 
the Epoch. 


(MD O = Meridian distance in 0A, oblique ascension)

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HITLER AND NAZISM

THE TORRENT OF WRITING about the Third Reich does not 
let up. Astrologers also have had their say, seeking to 
show how the stars explained Adolf Hitler's warlike obses- 
sions and, of course, how the advent of World War II 
depended on his existence. But it seems to me that many of 
them have missed key factors in his horoscope. This is 
especially obvious when we consider what has been said 
about his planets in signs. 


For example, as the French author Jacques Sadoul 
humourously observes, [*1] 


Thus we can see that the Fuhrer...was Taurus, Libra 
rising, which symbolizes a charming man, well-bal- 
anced, of great commonsense, andconcerned with 
justice and the brotherhood of mankind! 


Through numerous sarcasms of the same kind, Sadoul casts 
doubt on the symbolism of the signs above all else. Of 
course one example is not sufficient to make us discard 
the tropical Zodiac. There are other factors besides the 
Sun-Ascendant combination. Evenso, the classical signs 
seem inadequate when we try to decipher Hitler's chart 
with the help of traditional methods. [*2]

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Venus, ruler of the Libra Ascendant, is located in 
Taurus, the Sun sign, which also contains Mars. Since 
Venus is supposed to be the rulerof Taurus, the Sunand 
Mars should be under the domination of the goddess of 
beauty and love! Of course the strongly placed Saturn in 
Leo, near the Midheaven and squaring the close Venus-Mars 
conjunction, somewhat darkens the picture. But then the 
Sun, ruler of Saturn, is itself under the rulership of 
Venus, as we have seen; and since Saturn is the co-ruler 
by exaltation of the Ascendant, we can appreciate the 
importance of Venus in Hitler's birth map--according to 
classical rules. The Moon and Jupiter in Capricorn also 
fall under the reign of Venus, through Saturn as inter- 
mediary. Furthermore the ruler of Pluto and Neptune in 
Gemini, Mercury, is situated in Aries whose own rulers are 
under the dominion of Venus. Finally, Uranusisin Libra. 


So we can see that the entire horoscope is ruled by 
Venus, This is reinforced, according to the tradition, by 
the fact that Venus is the only planet in essential dig- 
nity. 


This ruling Venus, even if conjunct Mars and square 
Saturn, should indicate a person who desires basically to 
please everybody, or at least to avoid rough situations 
whenever possible. The Mars-Saturn affliction would add a 
note of selfishness and hard-heartedness to the chart, but 
it seems insufficient to explain great evil. 


The explanation must be sought elsewhere. When faced 
with an individual who is deeply involved in the collec- 
tive fact, and who is creating circumstances rather than 
undergoing them, we should follow the example of Nostra- 
damus. [*3] That is to say, we should analyze the indivi- 
dual's horoscope in terms of the stellar zodiac--which 
ought not tobe confused with the sidereal Zodiac popul- 
arized by Cyril Fagan. 


Most descriptions of Hitler show him as (a) aggres-

The positions of the planets, stars and angles in the above chart 
are expressed in the true right ascension of date. 
For example, Mars' right ascension of 44° puts it in the constel- 


lation of Aries, the main star of which, Hamal, has an RA. of

sive, (b) fanatical, (c) militaristic, (d) preferring 
always to be the leader, (e) wilful, (f) possessing great 
charisma, and (g) highly eloquent. 


This is not an exhaustive list, but I think that most 
of the important traits are there. The first three points 
are typically associated with Aries, while (d) and (e) 
could be tied with Aries and Leo. The last two items 
belong with Leo-Sagittarius people, and also with Gemini 
natives as far as speaking power goes. 


Now consider Hitler's chart in the stellar system. 
(Figure 2). There we see Jupiter, not debilitated along 
with the Moon in Capricorn, but throning on his Mount 
Olympus, Sagittarius. What a change! 


However, the most important point iscertainly this: 
instead of an indifferent Sun and fallen Mars in Taurus, 
we now have an exalted Sun and a dignified Marsin Aries. 
This is more like the map of a formidable dictator. It is 
noteworthy that Hitler's natal Sun lies less than 3! in 
right ascension from the midpoint of alpha- and beta- 
Arietis (Hamal and Sharatan), the two main stars cf the 
constellation. 


It is true that Mercury, now ruler of the rising 
constellation Virgo, is in detriment in Pisces. But its 
importance shall become clear further on. 


In any event we now have, instead of a dominant 
Venus, three bodies: the Sun, Mars and Jupiter, as rulers 
by the traditional method of direct and indirect ruler- 
ships. This makes more sense than the previous situation. 


The Sun-Mars midpoint seems to be the most important 
factor in Hitler's career. It is aspected by the transit- 
ing Sun on what could be argued are the three most import- 
ant days of the dictator's life. 


30th January 1933 Becomes Chancellor. 

2nd August 1934 Hindenburg's death removes all 
obstacles to absolute power. 

30th April 1945 Death in his Berlin bunker. 
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Within a day of each of these events, the Sun was 
squaring or in conjunction with the Sun-Mars midpoint. 
Such coincidences are revealing, since the meaning of the 
bodies involved can be related to the idea of militaristic 
dictatorship. 


Unfortunately, a Sun position by itself cannot dis- 
tinguish three events in a lifetime. Also, there is an 
important point which the Sun-Mars picture doesnot help 
to elucidate. This is the underground force which one 
senses in Hitler's rise and fall; we would call it the 
scorptonic-saturnine factor. At any rate, I reasoned 
that the Sun-Mars configuration had to be amplified by 
some as yet unknown astrological element. 


My discovery of such an element was inspired by the 
following passage from Pauwel's and Bergier's remarkable 
Le Matin des Magiciens: 


In 1926, asmallHinduand Tibetancolonysettledin 
Berlin and Munich. When the Russians entered Berlin 
there were found, among the corpses, a thousand dead 
volunteers in German uniform, with no papers or 
distinguishing marks, but of Himalayan stock. [*4] 


The first third of this century was a period when 
Europe became fascinated by things Himalayan. Readers will 
probably recall Shambhala, the mysterious city hidden 
somewhere in central Asia, supposed to dispense the "ray 
of power" according to Alice Bailey (whose many books were 
supposedly dictated to her through telepathic channels by 
"The Tibetan"). 


Germany was certainly no exception to this trend, and 
it has been hypothesized that the rise of Nazi power was 
connected setts the action of some obscure oriental move- 
ment. Apart from any oriental connection, it is pointed 
out that the Fuhrer seemed to possess almost psychic 
powers, and that while he was quite an ordinary person in 
private he emanated an overpowering energy that caused

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people to surrender to his will. 


Some popular writers have theorized that the Fuhrer 
benefitted from a special "ray of power" dedicated super- 
ficially to his cause, but in fact to the destruction of 


Europe. 


Respectable historians point out that central Euro- 
pees in that troubled period were only too ready to 
elieve in any mysterious source of power, as long as the 
man who wielded it seemed to possess the right aura. 
Besides, stories of esoteric hermits--morally and ritually 
pure-~practicing black magic seem strangely like a myth- 
ical advance notice of the mass necromancy that was to be 
practiced in Belsen and Auschwitz. 


Whether there was actually a "Tibetan conspiracy", or 
whether the idea of occult forces was a symptom of the 
peculiar European temper which led to Hitlerism, it seems 
appropriate here to look for Saturn-Pluto pictures. The 
passage about Tibetans in Berlin led me to Vivian Robson, 
who deals with the Chinese astrological mansions. He men- 
tions 

«LIEU. Delta Hydrae. Leo 9°06". 
A willow branch. Ruled by SATURN. This asterism governed the 
planets and was worshipped at the Summer solstice as an emblem of 
immortality. [*5] 


In Western terms this star represents the immortal 
one among the numerous heads of the sea-monster Hydra. 
This monster was eventually killed by Hercules, who still 
faced a grave question: what to do with the immortal head? 
His solution was to bury it and roll a huge rock over it. 


I think the right sense of the myth is as follows: 
the immortal head is the psychic-bestial force presentin 
every human being (or society) that can only be handled as 
the angel in the Book of Revelation handles Satan. [*6] It

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is undeniable, whatever the explanation, that thousands of 
people in the Third Reich freely gave way to selfishness, 
bloodthirstiness, and other Satanic impulses, in circum- 
stances from which any well-balanced being would have 
turned away in disgust. 


Interestingly enough Typhon, the evil divinity, is 
said to be the begettor of Hydra, our sea monster. He 
causes storms and volcanic eruptions; according to the 
Egyptians, his soul rests in the Great Bear. (How inter- 
esting that Berlin, a place under the tutelage of the 
Bear spirit and still having as its coat of arms a bear in 
attacking posture, should be the place where Hitler went 
to rest! The bunker in the middle of a smoking city is 
even a fair surrogate for Mount Aetna, under which Zeus 
buried Typhon.) 


The people who most helped to release this evil power 
had to payaheavy price. 


For my father fate had spoken 
Once again it was urgent 
To push the monster back into its prison 
My father broke the seal 
He didn't feel the breath of evil 
He loosed the Devil over the world ... 


These words were found on the body of Albrecht Haus- 
hofer after his execution by the Nazis. Albrecht's father 
was General Karl Haushofer, the geopolitician--one of the 
intellectual forces behind the early Nazi movement. 


Besides his economic and strategic interests, General 
Haushofer was also fascinated by the Himalayan vision: he 
had had close contacts with the aforementioned Tibetan 
colony. Despite his son's judgment, the breath of evil 
finally overcame himon14thMarch 1946, less than a year 
after Albrecht's death, when he committed suicide in the 
Japanese ritual manner. 


Consider the date of thisdeath, whichisinsome way 
exemplary. It was a day when a Moon-Pluto ecliptic con- 
junction occurred within 12' of delta-Hydrae--the physical 
body (Moon) undergoing transmutation (Pluto) in the pres- 
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ence of buried demonic impulses (delta-~Hydrae). 


But to return to Hitler, we find that on two of the 
three major dates listed above, the transiting Sun was in 
aspect, without orbs, to delta-Hydrae. The only exception 
involves the first event, when the opposition between the 
Sun and the star occurred on the day before the event. 
(Most of the political bargaining was completed on this 
day, a Sunday. Ed.) 


It is unfortunate that I don't have the exact time of 
Hindenburg's death. The conjunction of the Sun with delta- 
Hydrae on 2nd August 1934 occurred around 9:36 UT. Inter- 
estingly there was also on that day a Last Quarter of the 
Moon, with the Moon therefore transiting Hitler's natal 
Sun-Mars midpoint, at 6:27 UT. Hindenburg died in the 
morning. 


Another star seems to have hada more profound role 
in the history of modern Europe: it is alpha-Aquilae, the 
chief star of the Eagle, betterknownas Altair. 


In Hitler's birth map there is an ecliptic Sun-Altair 
square within 33'. But far more significant is the square 
of Altairto the Sun-Mercury midpoint in right ascension: 
the orb is less than a quarter of a minute of arc. 


We have mentioned Hitler's Mercury in passing. It is 
the sole ruler of the Fuhrer's rising constellation, Vir- 
go. And if his birth in fact happened around 17:30 local 
time, Mercury also rules the constellation on the Midheav- 
en, which lies close to the two main stars of Gemini, 
alpha and beta. The use of right ascension seems particu- 
larly suitable in connection with the meridian axis, since 
this horoscopic angle is defined by the North Celestial 
Pole--the axis around which right ascension is measured. 


In the tragic period from 26th June to 30th August 
1939, within an orb of a degree everywhere, transiting 
Saturn was conjunct Hitler's radical Sun, which was 
squared from both sides by the transiting Pluto-Altair 
opposition. Please note that the maximum one-degree orb 
has to be allowed mainly on account of the transiting 
Saturn-Pluto ecliptic square. Allrelevant radix-transit 
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combinations have a smaller orb than this aspect. 


Altair is the only first-magnitude star within a 
degree of the midpoint of the planetary nodes of Neptune 
and Pluto. It is opposite the cg oe of the ascending 
nodes, and therefore conjunct that of the descending 
nodes. Hence Altairis related to the immersion in (south 
nodes) the collective unconscious (Pluto-Neptune cycle). 
This certainly applies to the forces that passed through 
Hitler in the Summer of 1939. 


The oppressive transits against Hitler's Sun were to 
be compounded during the end of August. Late in the day on 
the 24th, Mars went stationary in right ascension one 
are minute from the right ascension of Altair. (The eclip- 
tic station had occurred in the previous night.) 


Retrogradation entails delay in the matter connected 
with the backward-moving planet. Mars now turned forward. 
The Molotov-Ribbentrop pact had been signed the day be- 
fore, giving Hitlera free hand with Poland; so the whole 
world knew that war was inevitable when news of the agree- 
ment was broadcast on the 24th. 


A scene in John Toland's biography of Hitlersumsu 
the symbols of the day better than any astrologer could: 


At about 3 a.m., August 24, Hitler led his entourage onto 
the Berghof terrace. The sky on the north and north-western 
horizon blazed with the colours of the rainbow. Across the val- 
ley, astartlingred glow from these Northern Lights wascaston 
the Unterberg, a mountain of legend. "The last act of Gotterdam- 
merung," recalled Speer, "couldnothave been moreeffectively 
staged. The same red light bathed our faces and our hands." 
Hitler abruptly turnedtohisLuftwaffeadjutant..."Lookslikea 
great deal of blood," he said. "This time we won't bring it off 
without violence." [*7] 


Germany invaded Poland eight days later; the United

respectively at 10:00 and 16:00 UT.

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THE SIXTH DEGREE 


--JOHN MAZUREK, PMAFA-- 


ASTROLOGY IS A FACET of the law of correspondences and 
the delineation of any natal birth chart is accordingly 
very complex. To attempt to lump a person into a neat 
little package and to say "you are so-and-so" is a grave 
error. The subject of any natal horoscope is an extremely 
complicated being. In order to provide an in-depth vost il 
sis, the astrologer must use a series of different tech- 
niques. 


Among the lesser known tools in astrology are the 
particular degrees of the signs of the zodiac occupied by 
the angles, the Sun, the Moon and the planets. These 
degrees can have a profound effect upon the psyche. 


I was introduced to this aspect of chart delineation 
by Cyril Fagan. In the earlier articles he wrote in 
American Astrology he gave useful insights into the 
significance of the different degrees. 


Fagan was also responsible for introducing and moti- 
vating my own study of sidereal astrology. 


It must be clearly understood that the revelations 
and analyses of certain degrees of the zodiacal signs 
presented here are only valid in the fixed sidereal zo- 
diac. 


We will concentrate in this article on just one 
degree. A particularly interesting one: the sixth degree. 
By the sixth degree, Tivean the interval in each sign of 
the fixed zodiac that extends from 5°00'00" to 5959'59". 


Just as "sixth sense" is an expression for intuition, 
that power of perception which is seemingly independent of 
the five senses, so a birth chart containing the Sun, Moon 
or an angle on the sixth degree of any constellation is a 
indication of a strong intuitive, or psychic, talent in- 
herent in the person concerned. 
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I have selected three charts from my files to demon- 
strate the validity of this degree. The first is that of 
Walter Mazurek, my brother. (Fig. 1) 


My introduction to astrology was not due to any 
obvious spiritualorhumanistic prompting. I was instead 
propelled into astrology through the spirit of gambling. 
When I was discharged from the Army on September 22, 1945, 
on my birthday, I decided to make a quick easy fortune by 
playing the horses. To ensure this would certainly happen, 
I learned astrology. I'm still trying to make that easy 
fortune!

Examine the above chart. The Sun is in the sixth 
degree of the constellation of Aries. My brother Walt was 
a psychic at the track parexcellence. He andI would go 
to the racetrack regularly over the years and he would 
win with some of the most fantastic and mind-bogglin 
horses and long shots that I ever had the pleasure o 
witnessing. He did this by using me as his lever! 


Walt was noastrologer. Instead he relied entirely on 


his psychic faculties. This intuitive gift was especially 
turned on when we went to the track...and when I was 
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winning. That is when he was best able to use my (astro- 
logically-calculated) "luck" as his lever. 


"John, what horse do you have for the daily double?" 


He would make a note of it thendisappear. After the 
first race was over he would come back and ask if I had 
bet on it. 


As you know, the first two races of the day are the 
Daily Double. Walt would have the winner of the first 
race but he would never say anything. He would be waiting 
for the secondrace, the other leg of the Daily Double. 


After it he would ask me: "Did you win?" 
"No, I got second. How did you come out?" 
"Here's five tickets on the Daily Double." 

Then, he would laugh. 


The first twenty-or-so times he did this to me, I'd 
ask him, "How did you get the winners?" He would tell me 
he had got the names of the winning horses out of the 
newspaper. It's true that the newspaper does list the 
handicaps for each race, but whoever heard of anyone using 
them and winning? Walt gave the silliest and most obnox- 
ious reasons for why he won. 


He had simply picked the winners out of thin air. He 
possessed a_ psychic gift that was at its height at the 
racetrack. It didn't function too well in other parts of 
his life, only at the racetrack. 


An interesting note about Walter. On Friday, October 
30, 1981, he went down to Bay Meadows racetrack, which is 
in San Mateo, California, thirty miles south of San Fran- 
cisco. Thatafternoon he won the "Pick Six", and walked 
away a $16,000 winner. This happened throughout his life. 
He should really be labelled as one of the best track psy- 
chics, even thoughhe is my brother. 


The second chart I want to discuss belongs to another 
psychic, Jerry. (Fig. 2) The sixth degree of a constel- 
lation is again prominent, here five degrees of Capricorn 
rises. 
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Jerry was one of the best track psychics I've ever 
known. Like my brother, he would use me as a form of 
leverage. Like Walter, Jerry would fe eva each 
race and would reappear shortly after it had ended. He won 
nine times out of ten. Even though I used gesrolegy: he 
would always beat me out. Even in a photo-finish his horse 
would be judged to have come in first and mine second. He 
was, like Walter, truly a psychic at the track. And the 
sixth degree is again highlighted in the natal chart. 


Figure 3 is well known. It is the horoscope of a man 
that all of us involved in the metaphysical world know: 
Edgar Cayce. [*1] 


Again, an Ve neha body, the Sun, is in the sixth 
degree of one of the constellations, Pisces. Again, that 
same lucky, psychic degree. 


The story of Edgar Cayce is well known anddoesnot 
need to be repeated here. 


This sixth degree is usually very strong in the 
charts of mediums and of psychics. Dozens of more examples 
could be provided but these three are sufficient to make 
the point. 


If a birth chart is delineated by an astrologer who 
has no awareness of this psychic degree, a very important 
facet can be missed. We should be aware of it. The sixth 
degree of any constellation, if occupied by an angle ora 
planet will manifest itself in a very positive manner in 
the life, providing it is not too badly afflicted. Even 
when afflicted this degree will still have a great amount 
of potency. 


Look again at the birth charts of Walter and Jerry. 
In addition to the presence of the sixth degree, both 
charts have a strong Jupiter. Really lucky people possess 
this "PhD" Silt Ate label dy oe higher pad Geen. For- 
tunate people do have strong, powerful charts. 


There are, of course, twenty-nine other degrees of 
each constellation. Each has its own unique meaning. The

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sixteenthdegree, for example, isa very powerful degree: 
very creative. The second degree, by contrast, is most 
negative with Poe overtones. The first (or zero) 
degree is another critical degree. And, of course, the 
thirtieth degree is most interesting: very headstrong; I 
call it the degree of achievement. 


The seventh degree of each sign in the zodiac can be 
related to violence and murder. Jerry's Sun is in the 
seventh degree of Libra and he had a very unfortunate ex- 
perience in his life, along these lines. This is one 
reason why I am withholding his full name. But that's 
another story...and so are the details of the remaining 


degrees. 
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BOOKS CONSIDERED 


--BACKING UP BACH-- 


Laurie Efrein. A Magic Moment: Bach and Beyond, 
viii + 353, New York: CAO Times, 1984. $17.00. 


When is a horoscope correct? Laurie Efrein rejects so- 
called "reliable sources". Instead, she will accept a 
birthchart only when it fully describes the individual 
concerned and if progressions and transits to it provide 
exact timings of all of the meaningful events of the life. 


Her subject in A Magic Moment is the twice-mar- 
ried father of twenty children, Johann Sebastian Bach, the 
composer of musical wonders, organist of dexterity, genius 
of the early 18thcentury. 


Bach was barely nine years old when his mother died. 
Before his tenth birthday, his fatherhad remarried and, a 
few months later, died. 


Efrein states that the published charts of J. S.Bach 
do not account for this traumatic sequence of events. 
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Neither do they correlate 
with Bach's musical genius, 
his character, temperament 
and personality, or the other 
events in his life. She 
therefore moves the chart a 
week earlier than the usually 
accepted birthday, and then 
proceeds to justify this ra- 
dical rectification by find- 
ing close progressions and 
transits to each of forty 
events in Bach's life. Most 
importantly, she is able to 
time the varying levels of 
economic distress and the few 
moments of triumph Bach ex- 
perienced in his very active 
life, together with such mun- 
dane happenings as his mar- 
riages, the death of his 
first wife, a period spent in 
jail, etc.

Bach was no rebel against his age, as the usually 
quoted Aquarian Moon might suggest. Had he been, his 
musical message would not have had such simple, concen- 
trated force. We like the proposed Moon in Scorpio. The 
evidence Efrein gives is most compelling, as is her in- 
depth delineation of the natal chart, and the manner in 
which she associates Bach's musical style with the planet- 
ary pattern in place at the suggested birth time. 


This is astrology applied to the life of a tempera- 
mental genius. Not the first "astrological biography" as 
the publisher proudly proclaims--those by A. G. S. Norris 
and Jean Overton Fuller come instantly to mind--but the 
first we've seen since Fuller's "Biography of a Secret 
Agent". One suspects from the youthful features of this 
author--her photograph is in the book, as are several of 
Bach's portraits--that she may not be familiar with the 
work of eather of her erudite precursors. The same cannot 
be said for her publisher, the venerable Al H. Morrison, 
who certainly should know better. 
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There have been many fine composers but none quite 
like Bach. Efrein's writing like her subject is dynamic, 
her astrology first-class. 


If there is any criticism it is with the lack of an 
subject index, the non-use of declinations, and inadequate 
knowledge of how to progress a solar return.[*1] There is, 
however, following the main body of the book (a fat 311 
pages), an excellent glossary, full reference notes, and 
appendices which clearly and succinctly explain the basics 
of the astrological methods used. Not all astrologers use 
the same tools and the absence of parallels is almost made 
up for by use and explanation of the goldensection aspect 
(an aspect new to this reviewer), and also by Efrein's 
competent use of Chiron, in natal delineation as well as 
by progression and transit. 


Ugly, overcrowded diagrams, in which sends bod- 
ies and transits elbow each other across the natal chart, 
so often ruin otherwise excellent books. This does not 
occur here. The author and publisher are to be congrat- 
ulated on their successful solution of a tricky problem, 


A Magic Moment: Bach and Beyond is excellent. It is 
a book I unreservedly recommend to all levels of astrolo- 
gers. Students will learn how to delineate a birthchart, 
and also how astrology can explain the various fluctua- 
tions of fortune and direction in a life. It is filled 
with astrological gems. Experienced counsellers can com- 
pare their interpretation methods with those Efrein 
uses...to our delight, the Septenary fully explains that 
traumatic 10th year.

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--DECLINE OF DIE DEUTSCHE-- 


Die Deutsche Ephemeride. Vol. VI, 1981-2000.

It is like cutting up one's old Teddy bear. The German 
cosh saw me through the years B.C. (before computers) 
when I did charts with the help of a slide rule and a 
Comptometer adding machine, vintage 1915. 


Not only that, but its narrow little volumes were a 
pleasure to handle and look at with their proper blue 
cloth bindings, their smudgeless goldsta mping, their thin 
white-white paper and their typography which got nearer to 
perfection with each volume. The present number--there is 
also a Volume VIII which I haven't examined--is no excep- 
tion. 


What a pity, then, that something went wrong with the 
Sun program when the material for the current decades was 
prepared. Solar longitudes canbe as muchas 15" aheadof 
or behind those given in other y gree or those given 
by my home-made programme, a 1 of which agree within one 
second or so. This error can cause a discrepancy of six 
minutes of time ina solar return; or of several arc- 
minutes in azimuth when the Sun is near the zenith. The 
error is oscillatory and probably results from one or more 
perturbation terms being accidentally dropped--a mishap 
which is common but which should be easy to catch. Planet- 
ary positions seem acceptable. 


So if you need printed tables to do very accurate 
work, it is safer to rely on Neil Michelsen's A merican 
Ephemeris or some astronomical ephemeris that makes con- 
venient concessions to astrological needs--Iam thinking 
of the unique Indian Ephemeris and Nautical Almanac. 


Still, there is more to life than numerical preci- 
sion. If you can stand an error of about four-tenths of 
one percent of a degree in the Sun's position, and beauty 
and ease of reading are important to you, then by all 
means get the Deutsche. 


While we're on the subject of German tables, we 
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should mention the Golgge Ephemeris (Hermann Bauer, 
Freiburg-im-Breisgau), whose printing isugly as sin, but 
whose flexible waterproof covers, sewn binding, slim five- 
year format, and Teutonic indestructability make it the 
perfect ephemeris to tote around in one's briefcase. It is 
thought fully made for the park bench, just as Deutsche is 
thoughtfully made for the bookshelf. Americans know about 
orbits, Germans know about books. Why don't they team up 
and produce the perfect ephemeris?

--UNDERSTANDING THE CENTAUR-- 


Chiron Ephemeris, 1887-2000. Paper, 15 pages.

Charles Kowal discovered the smooth, very dark sphere 
called Chiron over six years ago. Astronomers know only a 
little more about it today. Chiron is 300-400 km. in 
diameter--asteroid sized. But its orbit (aphelion, 18.9 
A.U.; perihelion, 8.5 A.U.) is definitely anomalous for 
asteroids. One would expect to find only comets in this 
region of the solar system, between Saturn and Uranus. To 
compound the mystery, Chiron's orbit is unstable. The 
planetoid was originally somewhere else (no one says 
where) and was nudged into its present orbit by a major 
planet. One group of astronomers calculate that Saturn 
could have been the nudger, and that the event might have 
happened as recently as 1664. Only a minor bit of extrap- 
olation, however, will carry a proponent of catastrophism 
(Velakovsky and all that) from a 1664 nudge of a 400-km 
body toa much more violent solar-system rearrangement 
over the past 10,000 years. 


If astronomers have failed to expand their knowledge 
of Chiron in the period since its discovery, the same 
cannot be said about astrologers. Within a few months of 


Chiron's discovery, in November 1978, Zane Stein, backed 
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by Al Morrison, created the Association for Studying Chi- 
ron (ASC) and began gathering and evaluating information 
concerning the effect of this new body by sign, house and 
aspect both within the birth chart and also as it transits 
over the various natal bodies. 


Stein first published the findings of this researcha 
year orsoago. These have now been revised and expanded 
in the second edition of Interpreting Chiron, which 
ee numerous examples by house position and aspect. 

tein tells us the most potent keyword for Chiron is 
Maverick, meaning one who stands apart and will not con- 
form to his own group, and suggests that its first square 
to itsnatal position, which can occur anywhere from age 
four to twenty-four, opens up a new world ina way that 
varies drastically according to the age one is at the 
time. 


If you combine this slim booklet with the excellent 
Chiron Ephemeris, 1887-2000, you'll have the state-of- 
the-art tools necessary to incorporate Chiron into your 
own horoscope and to investigate its effect. 


[have found transit Chiron has correlated with dis- 
tinct events as it has crossed over my natal planets and 
angles. I'm now waiting for its transit of natal Sun, 
following which Chiron makes a triple return to its birth 
location. Damn it! that's one of the very few aspects 
Stein has excluded from his readable booklet.

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--PLACIDUS THE IMPOSSIBLE-- 


Placidus de Titus. Primum Mobile, 
John Cooper, translator. Photographic reproduction 
of the London, 1814, edition with an introduction b 
Michael Baigent, xiv + 322 pages.

If Yankee skippers had been into astrology, we might have 
had our classical text on the celestial sphere from the 
pen of Nathaniel Bowditch, author of the venerable 
American Practical Navigator, John Cooper's contempor- 
ary. Itslanguage would be dry but plain, its mathematical 
foundations as solid as the White Mountains. Alas! New 
England, that nursery of great navigators and astronomers, 
‘gave us no such book. 


Unfortunately, too, our classic on the sphere came 
from Italy, a century and a half too early. Placidus is as 
remote from Bowditchas the Palazzo Pittiis froma clap- 
board town hall. 


Here is his Tabulae Primi Mobilis (Padua, 1657) in 
what is said to be the best English version, made avail- 
able for the first time in 170 years. Since Placidian 
houses have achieved such dominance in the English-speak- 
ing world that virtually no others are used, this is 
arguably an important event: astrologers in Britain and 
America can now come to grips with the genius who created 
their favorite house system. 


But will they? Is it possible? The comparison Ihave 
made is not an idle one, for between Placidus and Bowditch 
runs a gorge-~a historical fault line-- which has deter- 
mined the modern development of astrology. Bowditch read 
Newton and translated Laplace. Placidus wouldscarcely 
have had the time to read Descartes even if, asanlItalian 
monk, he was inclined to do so. His mathematics is a 
hodge-podge of special cases and rambling verbal construc- 
tions. There isno evidence that he wished tocome up with 
a simple, general solution to any problem. Here is an 
example of the genre: 
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If the Sun remains a- 
bove the earth, and his 
distance from the cardinal 
house is more than 3° from 
the cusp, first take the 
Sun's right distance from 
the meridian; and from the 
same, the right distance of 
the aspect which the Sun is 
to be directed to, which 
call the primary, the semi- 
diurnal arc, and that of 
the aspect; and by the 
Golden Rule say, if the 
Sun's semi-diurnal arc 
gives the right distance of 
the same, what distance 
will the semi-diurnal arc 
of the promittor, or oc- 
current place, give: multi- 
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ply the second and the 
third, and the product di- 
vide by the first, which is 
the secondary distance of 
the aspect. Then, if both 
the primary and secondary 
distance of the aspect be 
from the same cardinal 
house, and in the same 
hemisphere of Heaven, as- 
cendant or descendant, sub- 
tract the lesser from the 
greater, and the remainder 
is the arc of direction; 
but if one is in the ascen- 
dant, and the other in the 
descendant, add both dis- 
tances together, and the 
sum is the arc of direc- 
tion. (Pp. 59-60) 


Placidus--at least to judge by the book at hand--used 


no mathematical notation, had trouble with the idea of 
algebraic signs (as can be seen from his instruction to 
"subtract the lesser from the greater") and did not cons- 
ider it worthwhile to give his readers any diagrams that 
had anything todo with spherical astronomy. Thus he can 
be followed, albeit with great difficulty, by pag dae who 
obeys cookbook directions without question; but he is 
murder on anyone who tries to figure things out. He does 
not even seem to have decided whether his system of di- 
recting was a general, universal one--applied with differ- 
ent techniques for the sake of convenience--or whether it 
was in fact two or more systems valid only in special 
circumstances, If he did make uphis mind, Iam unable to 
deduce the fact from Primum Mobile. 


He is not to blame, of course. We should be grateful 
to Placidus not for his technical solutions but for the 
questions he raises: What did Ptolemy mean by the "place" 
of a planet? How did he conceive of primary directions? 
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Piette 


The guilty ones are the 19th and 20th-century disciples 
who made no effort to rebuild the Placidian system ina 
clear, modern form. 


Along with this state of affairs there is a host of 
ractical problems for anyone trying to grasp Cooper's 
lacidus. The numerical examples contain forgivable but 

perplexing inconsistencies: for example, the reductions 
from longitude and latitude to declination of different 
planets, in the same chart, seem to depend on different 
assumed values of obliquity--a nitpicking point, perhaps, 
but one which makes it very tricky to determine whether or 
not one has followed Placidus correctly. 


Vocabulary is another obstacle. Even simple words 
like "star", "ingress" and centre" can mean one thing to 
Placidus (or Cooper) and another to the modern reader. 


One hoped that a reprinting of the Primum Mobile 
would be prefaced by a lengthy and scholarly guide around 
all these pitfalls. A glossary; a critique of Cooper's 
translation, with errors pointed out if need be; a discus- 
sion of the Placidian system with essential diagrams; a 
re-working of at least one example both by the original 
rules and by modern, simplified formulae-~all this would 
be helpful. What we have instead is a note comparing 
planetary positions in the example maps with positionsas 
calculated by the Matrix M-65 program. There are minor 
discrepancies, we are told: hardly surprising and not at 
all to the point. The introduction also repeats the shop- 
worn tale about temporal division being "completely dif- 
ferent" from spatial division, which does not reassure us 
that we, or Placidus, are ingoodhands. 


These remarks do not apply to Michael Baigent's well- 
informed and intriguing preface, dealing with Placido's 
career and suggesting that he was connected with Kepler, 
Wallenstein and the luminaries of the Rosicrucian world. 


Let us pray that ISCWA may find the money to follow 
up this book with an explanatory volume. The models [*2] 
exist. For example, Shumaker and Heilbron's 1978 edition 
of John Dee's Propaedeumata Aphoristica is graced with 
a long introductory essay that is virtually a course in 
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Renaissance astronomy, and a useful brief commentary on 
each one of Dee's aphorisms. Bothscholarly and exciting, 
it is the sort of stuff astrology needs desperately. 


Having given you all the bad news first, we must add 
that despite its faults this book should be in the hands 
of anyone who is curious about the history of astrology. 
Placido stands on a height of land. Half of him is in the 
world of the scholastics, and this half sounds like Ptol- 
emy grafted onto Aquinasand Aristotle (sentences like "I 
desire no other guides but Ptolemy and Reason" are sympto- 
matic). The other half is groping for a theory to explain 
astrology and to gather new truths therefrom: "The stars 
cannot be the signs of effects, unless they are also the 
causes..." No-one inhis time, except perhaps Morin, went 
as far as he did in the search for a rigorous foundation 
upon which to set astrology. Have we done bettersince?

THREE MEN 
AND THEIR BOATS

HERE IS GOOD NEWS. forachange: no shots fired in 
anger, no desperadoes on the make. This article is about 
happy and creative people, and furthermore it compares 
three events. 


Two of the events are boat launchings, the other 
being the acquisition of a boat second-hand. Their horo- 
scopes are similar not mainly because of their own struc- 
tures, but because of the contacts they make with the 
horoscopes of the men who bought or built the boats and 
use them in their work. 


One of the launchings was an astrological election, 
done by yours truly; but as I only knew one of the three 
skippers at the time, and the other two events occurred 
without the help orhindrance of astrology, any similarity 
between the charts is due to something other than human 
intervention. 


Besides it is the three individuals who provide the 
striking resemblances. 


They are between 36 and 45 years old. The oldest and 
youngest are natives of Quebec, the other an immigrant 
from Britain. All have made films in Canada and have been 
connected, at one time or another, with the National Film 
Board. All of them have used their boats in their career, 
often as an essential part of a film: at the very least, 
as a place of work. All have won prizes abroad for their 
films. 


Their connection with boats is not wholly practical 
(as would be the case with fishermen); nor is it

recreational (as it would be, say, for a movie actor who 
likes to sail); nor is it sporting (to my knowledge they 
do not race). 


What they seem to have incommon, apart from their 
marriage to the sea, is a drive to understand what the sea 
isand toshare that understanding. 


Incidentally, all three built or bought their boats 
inland in the St. Laurence basin, and took them to the 
ocean via the Gulf of St. Laurence or the Seaway and the 
Hudson River. The boats are 30 to 36 feet in length and 
differ in their design and materials of construction. 


Unfortunately one of them does not care for astrology 
and has no memory for hours, although he was glad to 
answer my questions. 


This was Yves Gelinas, who was born 17th January 1939 
in Montreal, hour unknown. He acquired his Albert 30 
fiberglas boat in Port Hope, Ontario, on Bastille Day 
1972, "sometime in the morning". She was renamed Jean- 
du-Sud and has become famous since then on account of 
her owner's films. (Maps 1 and 2) 


Indeed she has a title role in a two-part film, 
"Jean-du-Sud Around the World" (yes, she was taken 
around the world) which has received solid recognition: 
the first part won the Grand Prix at the film festival in 
La Rochelle, and the second part won the Grand Prix last 
year at the Ocean Film Festival in Toulon. 


For the benefit of coloursymbolists, Jean-du-Sud is 
white and blue. 


Maps 3 and 4 belong to William Hansen and the laun- 
ching of Freya,a Cross 36 trimaran which he built. 


Hansen is a marine biologist and Freya was originally 
intended for research, perhaps with some chartering on the 
side. But one thing or another took Hansen into scientific 
film-making. His and Freya's most eminent success was 
Gulf Stream, which Hansen wrote and then filmed with 
Bruce Mackay as co-director. The ocean shooting for Gulf 
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stream was done in 1976-1979 between the Bahamas and 
Newfoundland (most of Freya's travelling has been between 
the Bahamas, Nova Scotia and Marttaiaie). 


Gulf Stream wasawarded the Fritz Feigl award for 
the best science film at the Rio de Janeiro Film Festival 
in 1983. 


Freya is an older-design trimaran in Douglas fir 
framing and plywood. She also is white and blue. 


The youngest mariner of the trio is Pierre Veilleux, 
who built Spring-Oiseau, a 35-foot Endurance ketch, and 
launched it inthe Summer of 1977 (maps 5 and 6). 


Veilleux is an animator. Although he could not be 
described as a marine film-maker, he works on his boat and 
obviously prefers it to a studio (I could never reach him 
at the Film Board when I waspreparing thisarticle). 


One of his films, Champignons, won the international 
Grand Prix at the Zagreb Animated Film Festival in June of 
this year. 


Spring-Oiseau is a ferro-cement boat. It is white and 
black. Most of its voyages have been in the western Atlan- 
tic, between Nova Scotia and the Bermudas. 


THE THREE SKIPPERS 


1. In the birth maps of the three men one thing 
stands out: they all have a strong Mars-Neptune aspect. 
Gelinas has the sextile (orb 30'), Hansen the square 
(28'), and Veilleux the conjunction (1°59'), [*1]

time of Noon UT; references to the acquisition of Jean-du-

Mars and Neptune--physical action fulfilling an ob- 
session with the oceanic--are probably the first planetary 
pair that comes to mind when one thinks of sailors. How- 
ever the combination evokes some more disturbing associa- 
tions: "piracy", say, or "mad violence", not to mention 
violence caused by alcohol or other drugs. This might lead 
to some interesting astrological research. Is it signifi- 
cant, for example, that the desert-roving Arabs are tee- 
totallers while the ocean-going Europeans are great lovers 
of fermentedhoney, grapes and grain? Be that asit may, I 
would love to see horoscopes of famous buccaneers and 
fighting seamen. 


The two planets are associated with violent events, 
not with violent people. Mars and Neptune do seem to 
interact, however, in the horoscopes of people who are 
fascinated by the sea and need to convey their fascination 
to a large public. 


Alan Villiers, the Australian sailor, naval officer, 
writer and promoter of nautical research andhistory, has 
the quintile (orb 12'). Jacques-Yves Cousteau, the under- 
sea explorer--who also makes films--has a very loose con- 
junction Thor Heyerdahl, of Kon Tiki fame, hasa loose 
square. [*2] 


In fact the only Mars-Neptune contact I have found 
associated with violence at sea is the one in Margaret 
Thatcher's birth map. The Prime Minister has a semisquare 
(orb 14') which no doubt contributed to her enthusiasm 
when launching the Falklands expedition. 


2. To return to our peaceful sailors, all of them 
have Uranus conjunct (within 10') in the 15-degree dial: 
Gelinas has Uranus at 13951' Taurus, Hansen at 28°41' 
Taurus, and Veilleux at 28°48' Gemini.

Gelinas' Jupiter is close in the 15-degree dial, at 
3°53' Pisces, but not really close enough to be counted. 
He does however have Jupiter in a mutable sign making a 
loose (3°11') sextile with Mercury, so the Mercurial- 
Jovian axis is among the strong features of his chart, 


Interestingly, Jacques-Yves Cousteau has the Sun on 
the same axis as the Hansen-Veilleux Jupiters, at 19°43! 
Gemini, and Jupiter (4945 Libra) conjunct this point in 
the 15-degree dial: the maximum orb of conjunction of the 
a Jupiters with Cousteau's Sun, modulo 15 degrees, is 


. 


4. Gelinas (within 17') and Hansen (within 9') have 
Jupiter in hard aspect with the Neptune-Node midpoint. 


Veilleux does not have this midpoint structure: but 
his singleton Jupiter is framed by Neptune and the North 
Node. 


It is very likely that Icould have found more common 
points in the three horoscopes if I had had an hour for 
Gelinas' birth. In the case of Hansen and Veilleux I can 
point out that: 


5. (a) Mars is about to culminate; (b) Venus was the 
last planet to have crossed the Vertex in the West; (c) 
one or the other ruler of Pisces is about to rise in a 
mutable sign. 


THE THREE BOATS 


Allow me to saya word about my election for Freya's 
launching. I don't remember all the details, but Autumn 
was coming fast and we didn't have a splendid choice of 
dates. The slow Mars-Jupiter square could not be avoided. 
Nor, obviously, could the Saturn-Pluto square. If I tried 
to back off a few days from the Mercury-Neptune square, 
there were other problems: I must have feared an applying 
Sun-Neptune square, and before that a Moon-Neptune op- 
position, ora Last Quarter, oran involvement of the Moon 
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or Mercury with the Mars-Jupiter square. 


Thenagain, maybe! wanted a waxing Moon more than 
anything else. 


The only choice I would repudiate today is that of an 
hour which made Neptune the highest planet. We were still 
recovering from the psychedelic age in 1973! 


Whatever! was looking fordoes not seem to have had 
much to do with the horoscopic traits that were, in the 
event, to be shared by Freya and the two other boats. 


1. The delivery of Jean-du-Sud and the launchings of 
Freya and Spring-Oiseau all took place under a strong 
Jupiter-Pluto aspect: a square for Jean-du-Sud (orb 
1°23'), a trine for the other two (orbs 12' for Freya and 
1°46' for Spring-Oiseau). 


2. In the case of the two events with known hours, 
there is a Saturn-Uranus-Ascendant picture. These are SA 
opposite UR/AS (22') for Freya and SA/UR conjunct AS (3') 
for Spring-Oiseau. 


Now the other event has a Saturn-Uranus trine within 
1°02', Furthermore the Saturn-Uranus midpoint is situated 
at 14°56' Leo. It thus makes a hard aspect within 4' to 
all cardinal points of the Zodiac, as if to say "Look, 
you don't really need an hour." 


3. All three events feature a majorcontact between 
one or both luminaries and the owners' Mars-Neptune con- 
figurations, but indifferent ways. 


For Gelinas, the event Sun squared his natal Mars- 
Neptune midpoint (45'); at the same time, the event Sun 
was in trine with his natal Mars within 30' and in sextile 
with his natal Neptune within one degree. 


For Hansen, the event Moon made a trine tohis natal 
Mars (10'). By the same token it made a semisextile with 
his natal Neptune and a contact in the 15-degree dial with 
the midpoint, but with larger orbs (maximum 38'). 
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In Veilleux's case the Mars-Neptune conjunction re- 
ceives benefic rays from the luminariesas of birth: there 
is a sextile from the natal Sun (orb 1°10! to the planets' 
midpoint) and a trine from the Moon (4' to the midpoint). 


The launching of Spring-Oiseau has Uranus squaring 
his Sun (2'). This is the only transiting planet which 
makes a tight aspect to the natal luminary-Mars-Neptune 


quartet. 


4, Finally, all three mariners seem to been affected 
the Pluto cycle. Gelinas and Hansen got their boats 
when Pluto made a sextile with theirnatal Pluto (orbs 50! 
and 11'respectively). 


Veilleux misses this aspect by almost three degrees-- 
a country mile--but Pluto is obviously at work in his 
cosmic boatyard. Firstly, Pluto had been crossing over his 
Mars-Neptune conjunction during the three years before the 
launching, when he must have been eitherdreaming about 
his boat or building it. Then when he lauched it, Neptune 
was trine his natal Pluto (29'). 


As with the births of the three owners, there must be 
some common points I have missed about the launchings 
because only two hours are available (where did skeptics 
ever get the idea that lack of precision helps astrologers 
prove their points?) 


For example, the launchings of Freya and Spring- 
Oiseau have their meridian axes around 23°30! Gemini- 
Sagittarius, give or take a degree. Oddly enough this is 
square to Gelinas' natal Neptune, and probably close to 
his natalMoon,

THE MOON'S NODE appears in all computer horoscope print- 
outs. However, it receives little, if any, attention in 
current astrological texts. Some books of printed charts 
omit them entirely. [*1] 


With few exceptions, today's books generall conclude 
that the nodes effect relationships in human life. Favor- 
able aspects indicate "adaptability, companionship, and a 
desire for association. Unfavorable aspects result in lack 
of adaptability and difficulties in relations; even separ- 
ation." [*2] 


Aspects to the Moon's Nodes do effect one's ease of 
adaptability in relationships. But this is so superfic- 
ial; the nodal axis can tell us far more. 


Zipporah Dobyns [*3] considers the nodes add empha- 
sis and focus rather than new knowledge: "the northnode 
indicates a point of receptivity and greater ease; its 
south node suggesting a point of stress and an obligation 
to learn and to release". 


Dane Rudhyar's interpretation differs fran these.

"Sp AON LDERATIONS 


The Nodes are the two points where the orbit of the 
Moon intersects the ecliptic (the path of the Earth's 
orbit about the Sun). The North Node is the point on the 
ecliptic to which the Moon comes as it rises northwards 
from a southern latitude. This is the ascending node. The 
South Node is the other point of intersection, where the 
Moon crosses the ecliptic going south. 


The two nodes were traditionally called the Dragon's 
Head and its Tail: Caput and Cauda. The story goes that, 
as an eclipse can only occur if a lunation is close enough 
to one of the nodes, Caput and Cauda mark the positionof 
the celestial dragon that attempts to eat the sun during 
its eclipse. All countries have a myth describing sucha 
dragon, or its bestiary equivalent, in hiding, waiting to 
destroy an unsuspecting solar hero. 


When dealing with the nodes it is wise to remember 
the old names. Either end of a dragon can be equally 
dangerous. You can be burned or blasted to death at one 
end, whipped or stung to death at the other. In each case 
the end is the same, and should be approached with care. 


Rudhyar [*4] calls the North Node the point of spiri- 
tual power, the South Node the point of least resistance. 
He places destiny at the Head, andhuman will at the Tail. 


The late Arthur Gauntlett, an astrologer for whom 
this writer had the greatest respect, approached the cel- 
estial dragon with even more caution. [*5] He agreed with 
Rudhyar's interpretation, but when Arthurdiscussed the 
nodal axis, he did so in terms of Good and Evil. 


There are three axes within a pers: the two sets 
of angles (Asc-Desc and MC-IC) and that of the nodes. It

is possible to preserve equilibrium along the first two of 
these, to balance their needs: self/others, career/home. 
But you cannot walk a tightrope along the nodal axis. 
Instead, a choice has to be made. No life can remain 
completely static. Either Caput or Cauda must be chosen. 
And with that choice comes spiritual progression or psych- 
ological regression--Good or Evil; toaccept the respon- 
sibility for the future, or to reject it. 


A person will either respond positively or negatively 
to his horoscope. There are, of course, graduations to 
each separate act and choice but, in the final analysis of 
a life, after an initial wavering, either one has turned 
in the direction indicated by Caput or followed the way of 
Cauda. No static balance is possible, nor is any dynamic 
balance conceivable between the two. 


And the direction the life will most likely take 
should be clear, to the astrologer, from an examination of 
the nodes. 


The North Node indicates the future, the divine in- 
tent, what the person's life should become, the work that 
should be done, the new faculty that needs to be devel- 
oped. The South Node indicates wilfulness, (Rudhyar called 
this "the human will"), what the person would like todo, 
what he would choose to become if left to his own devices, 
the easy way out, the point of least resistance, inertia. 


By "least resistance" is meant the easy performance 
that comes from the habitual, instinctual repetition of 
similar actions. The Tail thus represents a past achieve- 
ment--a faculty inherited at birth, an ability for which 
we have not consciously had to struggle. Such an inherited 
gift is itself not evil. The Tail is called the point of 
self-undoing, because we so often follow the line of least 
resistence and keep with what we already know. By so doing 
we are refusing to progress; we have become a slave to our 
natural gift, and reject life's challenge. 


It is inherent in human nature to love ease, comfort, 
and having everything one wants (South Node). The North 
Node, however, indicatesa very different life path, one 
that isneither comfortable nor easy, but alwaysahard

and bitter struggle--and human nature abhors difficulties. 
Progress is made at Caput through exertion. 


The birth chart, as a whole, clearly indicates both 
the higher possibilities, and the inherent abilities. 
Study the nodal axis and you will see the direction a 
person is most likely to follow, how those abilities will 
probably be developed, and what can be the result, in 
spiritual terms. 


Note the sign positions of the nodes and the posi- 
tions of the rulers of those signs. Exclude Uranus, Nep- 
tune and Pluto as rulers. Instead use just the basic seven 
to rule the twelve. A study of the rulers will show which 
is likely to have the greatest influence, the Dragon's 
Head orits Tail. In accordance with that, so should the 
life develop. 


The house positions of the Nodes should also be taken 
into consideration. The Nodes point to two houses in the 
nativity and it is through matters concerning these two 
houses that the nodal Piuence will be most easily detec- 
ted. 


The greatest influence, however, is that of the sign. 


We are fully aware that the node spends 600 days in 
each sign. We have, however, extensively tested this con- 


cept. 


Adolf Hitler was born with the North Node in Cancer, 
the sign of the archetypal Protector and intuitive Teach- 
er. He could have been a true protector. He could, and 
should, have made his people into a great people in the 
truest sense of the word, for they believed in him, as few 
leaders have been believed in. But his Moon, ruler of the 
North Node's sign, was weak, and Jupiter, the body that is 
exalted in Cancer, was also weak. By contrast, Saturn was 
elevated above these bodies and stronger then either, and 
Mars was also angular. What happened? How did Hitler 
develop? The power, the potential shown at the North Node 
was perverted into a mere lust for personal power, the 
lust to be the master, to over-ride everyone and every- 
thing. He ruthlessly eliminatedall opposition. 
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This so often happens when the North Node is in 
Cancer, irrespective of the location of the Sun, Moon, or 
Ascendant. The person who should be the protector, leader 
and teacher in his own home, and in his own circle, be- 
comes instead a despot, a would-be master, who makes 
pre hare and everyone turn on the axis of his own per- 
sonal ambition, all to bow down to his desires; he wants 
only personal power. 


Take the opposite situation: North Node in Capricorn 
with a Moon elevated above a debilitated Saturn. The South 
Node is likely to have the greatest influence on the life, 
and we will find greed. The higher possibility (North Node 
in Capricorn) is that of the priest, president, ambassa- 
dor, organizer, the builder of real authority, but if the 
Cancer South Node predominates the priestly power is prob- 
ably going to become perverted into a lust for possession. 
This doesn't only imply a lust for money: there are other 
things we wish to possess, things money cannot get. 


Egos use the abilities that were provided for the 
North Node as the perversions of the South Node. 


The Either/Or problem that astrologers face 
with a new horoscope disappears if the nodal axis is con- 
sidered. It can be said with fair certainty that a child 
will develop in such a way, andthat an adult more 
than likely has developed this way. There's little 
need to write or to talk about alternatives. 


This becomes of immense value when reading the horo- 
scopes of children: the ge OM can point out how they 
are most likely to develop, i left to themselves; but 
with astrological guidance these same children can be 
taught to give the lie to the lusts and perversions of the 
South Node. 


Compare the charts of saints and sinners, of those 
who have used their inherent talents positively, for the 
good of others, and those who only sought self gratifica- 
tion. Does a comparative count of squares and sextilesin 
the birth chart separate them? Check the Nodes. 
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Some examples follow for each sign. The "+" paragraph sug- 
gests what the North Node is intending, the paragraph headed "-" 
indictes the all-too-human South Nodal response. 


NORTH NODE IN ARIES 


+ Courage. The strong, courageous individual. The pioneer in 
thought and action, an independent leader, full of hope and 
optimism, who radiates the joy of life to all around. An enthus- 
jastic blazer of trails for others to follow. A frank and candid 
reformer. 


- The disbelieving and evasive sophist, the intolerant pha- 
risee, utterly without any sympathy to any viewpoint but his own.

The idler, 
indecisive and indifferent, the parasitic sycophant who attaches 
himself to others and derives support and even motives second- 
hand, who lets things slide and will agree to just about anything 
to keep friends and the peace.

EVENTS ON THE EAST POINT 
--JIM HAYNES-- 


ASTROLOGERS HAVE NEGLECTED the East Point for too long. 
Ido not entertain the idea of proving that the East Point 
is more important than the Ascendant, but Ido propose to 
show some examples related to both the Ascendant and the 
East Point so that you can judge for yourself. After 
looking at the widely ignored East Point under a micro- 
scope, as it were, perhaps some of you will decide to try 
it out on your own and other charts, I recommend its use 
in all horoscopes. 


Brigadier Roy Firebrace claimed that "the East Point 
responds more to directions and progressions than does the 
Ascendant." I would add transits to the list. To justify 
this opinion I shall discuss some important events con- 
nected with my own and other horoscopes. 
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Let us first define this angle for those who are not 
familiar with it, or who know it by another name: it is 
the point of the Zodiac that is cut by the meridian pas- 
sing due east of the birthplace. This meridian also 
crosses the point where the horizon and equator meet; 
however, it will cross the Zodiac somewhat above or below 
the horizon (except for the two instants in the day when 
the Ascendant and East Point coincide at 0° Aries or 0° 
Libra). 


The East Point has also been called the Equatorial 
Ascendant. 


Since lam most familiar with my own chart I will use 
it as my first example. 


JIM HAYNES 
Natal aspects to Ascendant and East Point: 


AS 13°02' Li-120-ME 14°42'Ge 
EP 23947' Li-180-MA 24943'Ar, 


The Mercury trine to the Ascendant agrees withmy 
personality. Ido like to write and have had some fiction 
publ ished. 


The Mars opposition to my East Point clearly defines 
a dent in my character. Whereas the Ascendant indicates 
the personality, the keyhole through which filter the 
impressions one has of the world, the East Point has more 
to do with one's character, ego orindividuality. Thearea 
of the natal chart that lies opposite the East Point 
indicates something the native lacks, some thing he orshe 
needs to round out the character or inner self. I have 
had conflicts with others, as the Mars opposition to the 
East Point might suggest, but these have been quite rare. 
I have come to view this opposition in quite another 
light. I interpet it instead as indicating a need to bring 
more energy into my dealings with others: more drive and 
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energy is required in this area of my life. I clearly 
sense a lack of competitiveness in my relationships, 


REMOVAL OF KIDNEY 


I calculated the solar return for the year in which I 
had an operation to remove my right kidney.

Is the semi-sextile of the Lunar North Node to my 
natal Ascendant an appropriate aspect? Yes, it is. The 
Node frequently pin-points important events in my life.

Mars shows the cutting, or the operation, 
and Venus indicates the kidney. Both Mars and Venus are in 
the Solar Return's eighth house of surgery.

The East Point's conjunction with Uranus certainly

She loves to travel and usually does so in unpredictable 
or unexpected circumstances--barely missing a flight, 
earthquake or hurricane. Life is never dull around her. 
Mars clearly shows the energy, the drive and the competi- 
tive spirit she possesses. Chiron in Gemini indicates her 
multiple interests, her desire to teach others her ideas 
or a better way, which she does with a rare instinctive 
insight into the psychology of those she is advising.

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DOUBLE PNEUMONIA 


In the natal chart of James Richard Haynes, myson, 
there is no aspect to the Ascendant. Neptune trines the 
East Point.

This is a most appropriate aspect. His very early 
childhood wasa history of sicknessand infection. 


At age 19, Jimmy was hospitalized with a serious 
virus infection of the lungs. Despite everything the 
doctors could do, he passed away with double pneumonia.

Mercury transit trine natal Ascendant may not bea 
malignant aspect but it clearly tells the story--the lungs 
were involved. It should also be noted that Mercury in the 
natal chart rules both Jimmy's sixth house of sickness and 
natal Neptune (infection) in Virgo. 


The Moon's Node, directed bysolararc, closely trines 
the natal East Point. AsI indicated earlier, the Node is 
frequently aspecting a natal angle at an event of import- 
ance. In the natal horoscope the Node was square the 
VIlIth house Saturn. By solar-arc, therefore, Saturn also 
aspectedthe natal East Point at the moment of death, by 
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close quincunx from the cuspof the VIIIth (equal) house. 


Jimmy was born with the first house Sun, 20°39! 
Capricorn, closely opposing Pluto, 19°46' Cancer. By solar 
arc, the Ascendant had come to trigger this opposition at 
hisdeath. 


Transit Chiron is semi-sextile the solar arc East 
Point. I have found that Chiron is usually prominent, 
frequently very closely aspecting an angle, in the charts 
of important moments in a person's life. Astrologer Esther 
Moldauer is currently researching Chiron's placement at 
death. She has found that Chiron is invariably angular or 
aspecting an appropriate planet, within a four-degree orb, 
at the time of death. At Jimmy's death Chiron was just 
fifty seconds of arc froma partile aspect to the directed 
Ascendant, clearly meeting this criterion. 


The above examples from my own family used sidereal 
positions. To ensure that all readers will appreciate the 
value of the East Point, regardless of the side they take 
in the zodiac controversy, the next examples will use the 
tropical zodiac. 


THE KENNEDY FAMILY 


Jacqueline Kennedy-Onassis was born at 18:30 UT 
(14:30 EDT) on 28th July 1929 in Southampton, New York:

The trine of Mercury to the East Point indicates ease 
of communication: much travelling, a facility with foreign

languages, and writing ability. 


The aspects to Jackie Kennedy's Ascendant and East 
Point at the time of President Kennedy's assassination 
were as follows:

The quincunx of Chiron, by solar-arc, to natal Ascen- 
dant indicates a death in the family.

The aspect between the solar-arc directed Midheaven 
and the natal East point indicates an event involving 
status. The Midheaven is the cusp of the I1Vth house from 
the VIIth, suggesting the "end of the matter" for the 
partner. The involvement of Neptune and Pluto suggests 
confusion, hospitals, and possible death.

Two close natal aspects involve the Ascendant and 
East Point.

The Mercury-Ascendant aspect indicates his firm, 
dependable way of talking, as well as his attractiveness 
to the public.

Scientists at the Naval Medical research Institute, Bethesda, 
Maryland, have accelerated DNA synthesis by exposing human embryo 
cells to weak, relatively low-frequency magnetic fields.

In an initial test the researchers matched 48 pairs of cell 
plates, subjecting one of each pair to a magnetic field oscillat- 
ing in a sinewave pattern at 76 Herz (cycles per second). They 
found that in 45 out of the 48 pairs, the cell plates exposed to 
the magentic field showed higher rates of DNA synthesis. A second 
test involved trying a range of frequencies (15 Herz to 20,000 
Herz) and intensities (1.6 x 107° to 4 x 107% tesla). Here came a 
surprise: the results varied slightly, but in a way that was 
unrelated to variations in the energy of the field applied to the 
cells. In other words, the phenomenon cannot be explained by any 
simple electromagnetic model. The experimenters can only conclude 
"that there is an interaction, albeit a subtle one...between 
time-varying magnetic fields and DNA synthesis." In their closing 
paragraph they state that the effect may be strong enough to 
cause mutations, and speculate that reversals of the Earth's 
magnetic field in the remote past may explain certain evolution- 
ary facts directly (as opposed to indirectly, e.g. through the 
momentary lowering of barriers against ultra-violet radiation 
from the Sun). --Camille Pelland

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THE U.S.A'S PRE-SOLAR ECLIPSE 
A KEY TO WARS 


--JOHN S. WALLIS-- 


InInterpreting the Eclipses [*1] Robert Jansky stated 
that the solar eclipse that occurs prior to birth provides 
meaning ful information. 1 experimented with the chart of 
my own pre-birth eclipse and found it to be extremely 
useful. 


My next step was to use these prenatal eclipses in 
mundane astrology. Although I do not yet fully understand 
the relationship between the natal chart of a country and 
its prenatal eclipse, the primary purpose of the prenatal 
eclipse apparently is that it sets the pattern of evolu- 
tion for the country in question. What has to evolve will 
be told by the natal chart. The prenatal eclipse chart 
provides a basis for timing events which are not restric- 
ted to just only that single country but will provide the 
world environment within which events concerning that 
country will have meaning. Hence the timing of events 
derived from the prenatal eclipse chart take the world 
into account and the specific country is viewed, on a 
cosmic level, as just a part of the whole. 


I use four types of charts: 


S.E: solar eclipses 

S.E.R: solar eclipse returns 
F.S.M.R: first solar monthly returns 
S.M.R: solar monthly returns 


SE charts are simply cast for when the Sun and Moon are 
conjunct, and the Sun's light is blocked by the Moon 
partially or completely.

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SER charts are cast for when the Sunreturns to the exact 
position of the prenatal eclipse. 


FSMR charts are cast for the time when the Sun is at the 
exact eclipse position in each of the twelve signs during 
the first year after the eclipse. For example, the Pre-USA 
eclipse occurred at 99AQ56'52", Eleven more FSMR charts 
will be cast, one for each time the sun is at 9956'52" of 
a sign. These eleven charts, together with the original 
prenatal solar eclipse, create a template for future 
years. Each FSMR defines its SMR orhow the solar energy 
will be expressed when the Sun returns in future years to 
9°56'52" of eachsign. 


SMR charts are cast for the Sun's annual return to 
9°56'52" of eachsign. 


Using these eclipse charts, one can predict major 
events in the life of a nation. It is not necessary to 
have an accurate birth time for the country. 


Each person and each nation has its own unique way of 
evolving. Pluto is the planet of evolution. For the USA, 
Pluto uses Neptune, the ruler of the ASC in the USA's 
prenatal eclipse chart, to force us to grow by dissolving 
the illusions we as a people have. It has recently promp- 
ted us, if you like, to transfer our hero-worship from the 
singing cowboy Roy Rogers to Clint Eastwood. 


Illusions are not easily given up. It takes Uranus, 
Saturn, and Mars to do the job. Like it or not, every 
major war has been a sobering experience for us. The wars 
have stimulated greater change and growth than has occur- 
red in all of the rest of the time that the USA has 
existed. It is hard for us to close our eyes to the death 
and destruction of Pluto. 


To reduce the complexity of using these four types of 
charts, we first look fora key or theme in the 1776 Pre- 
USA SE chart (see Figure 1). There is a grand trine in 
earth signs (NP 2°VI143' VIth house, UR 11° TA06! IInd, PL 
6°CP21' XIth) involving the three universal planets of 
evolution. Neptune is also ruler of the ASC at 20°PI33', 
This is the key to this prenatal eclipse chart. Any major 
USA event must involve Neptune. The USA is transformed, 
has sudden changes, and dissolves its illusions through 
Neptunian VIth house adjustments.

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THE U.S.A.'S PRE-SOLAR ECLIPSE 


The solar eclipse itself at 8°AQ57' is, of course, 
another significant factor. It is connected to the grand 
trine by its square to Uranus, the ruler of Aquarius. 


The Neptunian theme of evolution is emphasized again 
by the placement of Mars, Mercury and the eclipse itself 
in the XIIth house--so much happens before the American 
people ever get to know about it. The USA oftencommits 
its resources impulsively only to regret having done so 
later. The rest of the world do not look upon this country 
as being politically wise and astute. The USA nds much 
money and time getting out of trouble. The Middle East and 
Vietnam are two obvious examples. The First World War 
wasn't a USA fight either. 


PEARL HARBOR 


There is no better example of Americans being forced 
to face reality than the shock we experienced on December 
7th, 1941. We were caught with our pants down at Pearl 
Harbor, and paid the price. 


Figure 2 is the solar eclipse return (SER) of Febru- 
ary 2lst, 1941. Neptune has returned to its 1776 posi- 
tion, in itself an indicator of major events. It is 
conjunct the North Node in the IInd, square Mars, sextile 
Pluto and inconjunct the Sun. With the Moon on the VIth 
cusp, we have a powerful energy pattern available to clear 
away illusions through violence, transformation, and the 
testing of will. Up until 1941 the USA had been living in 
a dream world, it imagined itself to be safe, to possess 
the military resources for self-defense. 


With the 1941 JU-SA conjunction close to theMC, at 
Philadelphia the original seat of government, andsquare 
PL and the ASC, the USA found out the truth! 


VE opposes the ASC, and UR completes a T-square from 
28°AR: indicating a valuable lesson, quick and unexpected. 
This afflicted February 1941 SER ASC is conjunct the 1776 
Pre-USA SE NO at 24 CN on the VIth cusp; another indicator 
of military action disturbing USA security. 


In 1941 PL had come to oppose its 1776 position. From 
8°CN34'in the 1941 XIIth, it issquare the MC/IC, sextile 
the NP-NO conjunction, and inconjunct both SU (8°AQ56') 
and MA (8°SG45') to form a tight Yod pattern. Quite a

recipe for transformation the hard way! 


It is clear that Mars had to play a major role in 
1941. Neptune, back at its 1776 position, stimulates it 
by square. NP is still within orbs of conjunct MO (9°50! 
arc), whichclosely trines the JU-SA conjunction close to 
the MC, The 1941 MA/MO midpoint at 13°SG50' is very close 
to the 1776 SEMC at 14°SG56'. In1941 Neptune funneled 
the universal energies of evolution through Mars. 


If 1941 is to be a key year when the security and 
military capabilities of the USA are at stake, the ques- 
tion now is when would the event occur. For this we use 
the FSMR charts and their 1941 SMRs to establish just when 
the major event, predicted by the SER, had to occur. 


To pinpoint the most significant SMR of 1941, we 
focused again on Neptune. The SMR for November 25th, 1941 
stuck out like a red flag (Figure 3). NP is conjunct the 
MC, which is at the position of Node in the February 1941 
SER chart. This has to be the key SMR. SA and UR are 
conjunct in Taurus in the VIth: our military wouldlearna 
lesson, unexpectedly. 


You will recall that I said that the 1776 FSMR for 
November will have set up the boundaries within which the 
1941 November SMR will function. Examine the 1776 November 
FSMR (Figure 4): MA conjunct ASC, UR conjunct MC. Whatever 
happens during the period between 11/22 and 12/22 will be 
sudden and will use great physical energy. 


Now place these two bodies, Mars and Uranus from the 
November 1776 FSMR, into the November 1941 SMR chart. MA 
(21°LE24') is conjunct NO (25°LE44'), and UR (17°TA41') 
is at the VIIth cusp (18°TA58')...sudden (UR) military 
action (MA) by an enemy/foreign power (VIIth) against the 
USA. 


Note also that the November 1776 FSMR's Moon is 
conjunct the November 1941 SMR's Mars in Pisces. 
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According to the Bill's Rulership Book, [*2] the 
armed forces generally are ruled by Marsand Virgo; Nep- 
tune and Pisces rule the water and the Navy, Uranus and 
Aquarius rule the airforce. An airstrike on ships or from 
carriers is not an impossible interpretation. 


Neptune and the other universal planets are also very 
much involved. We already noted that Neptune is at the MC 
of this November 1941 SMR. Pluto in November 1941 is 
conjunct the November 1776 FSMR North Node, and sextile 
the Sun in both charts. The promised situation had to be 
one that would intensely transform the USA. Today, forty- 
three years later, Pearl Harbor is still a very moving 
memory for many of us. 


I feel that Ihave made my point. Pre-natal eclipses 
and their subcharts can predict major events accurately 
within the space of a month. Picking the day is the next 
part, and this is generally very speculative, but in this 
example it does work out beautifully. 


To select the day on which the USA would be attacked, 
compare the November 1941 SMR chart (figure 3) with that 
of the actual Pearl Harbor attack (figure 5). Of course, - 
we would not have had the actual attack chart available 
were we doing this predictive work back in 1941. Neverthe- 
less, please examine the two charts before continuing. 


For the attack on December 7th, the Moon triggered 
the day and the angles specified the hour, once Mars and 
the Sun were in position. Mars, 21°PI, is conjunct the 
event ASC andalsoconjunct the ASC of the original pre- 
natal 1776 eclipse (Figure 1). It is also trine the event 
Sun, which is in its turn trine the SER ASC of February 
194] andconjunct the SMR ASC of November 1941. Likea 
fine watch, the pieces fall into place. 


The attack Moon (4°CN23') is coming to conjunct 
Pluto. Why Pluto? Pluto was ruler of the SMR Scorpio ASC 
of November 1941. But why was the attack triggered when 
the Moon was still seven degrees away from Pluto? Angul- 
arity is the reason. In the attack chart Mars is about to

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rise. It would soon clear the ascending degree. Remember, 
Pisces/Aries are signs which rise quicker than usual. 
Also, from 4°CN, the Moon is sextile Neptune. 


Figure 6 isthe November 22nd 1776 FSMR chart with 
the planets at the moment of the Pearl Harbor attack 
placed around the outside. The 1776 FSMR was the template 
for the 1941 event --165 years later! 


By examining the several charts shown here, onecan 
see that the year of an important event is determined by 
the position of Neptune and the otheruniversal planets in 
the yearly SER. The month when an important event will 
occur is determined by the position of Neptune, in this 
instance, inthe SMRcharts. The type of energy expres- 
sion that will occur is determined by the 1776 FSMR and 
the SMR in question, and by the relationship between the 
SER of the year and the original prenatal solar eclipse. 
The day of the event is triggered by the Moon. Once the 
Moon is in position, the angles will tell just when events 
are going to happen. 


A start has been made with this concept, yet much 
more needs to be done. The Sidereal system has been used 
here, to avoid precession effects. However, you are en- 
couraged to experiment using whatever system you prefer. 
Test this concept for yourself.

Hours are given in the 24-hour dial to avoid errors 
with “a.m.” sand “psm.";- 17300; not S700 p.m. 


Decimal points always separate whole numbers from 
decimal parts. Colons are used to separate whole 
numbers from sixtieths. Thus 2:07.8 means 2 hours, 7 
minutes and eight-tenths of a minute, which is 
equivalent to 2:07:48. 


When the decimal point is used together with degree, 
arc minute and arc second symbols, the decimal point 
follows the symbol of the last whole unit. Thus 
23,41 degrees can be written 23°.41 or 23°24'.6 or 
23°24' 36". 


Local sidereal time (ST) is expressed in hours. The 
right ascension of the local meridian (RAMC) is 
expressed in angular measure. The former is equal to 
the latter divided by 15. ST 7:51 is the same as 
RAMC 117~45'. 


Zodiacal positions may be assumed to be tropical 
unless it is stated otherwise. Sidereal horoscopes 


usually require that an ayanamsha be specified.
